Editor, The Hornet: 

I see in Friday’s paper that 
you are going to ‘‘present the full 
story’’ of the rally held by the 
BSU ard TWI.F in next Tuesday's 
issue, I hope that you will bear 
in mind your responsibility to the 
entire campus community in your 
presentation. I hope that it is a 
more balanced issue than was the 
one of March 19, 1969. 

For in that issue you fell into 
the trap that the commercial media 
have in their disservice to higher 
education in the state. You cannot 
justify, as they can, the profit 
motive, and surely you have a 
more immediate stake in higher 
education than they have. 

You must have learned in your 
journalism classes that taking a 
viewpoint is a very differen thing 
than slanting the news; you must 
have learned that freedom of the 
press means the freedom to print 
what you wish, not license to print 
everything you receive. There is 
a certain moral and ethical re- 
sponsibility to print ‘‘al!l the news 
that’s fit to print’’ and edit all 
material printed.

Many times I have heard words flow from concerned mouths only to 
watch them fall to the floor as their speaker, having rid his conscience 
of guilt and his mind of opinion, retires back to his life of complacency. 

I heard the words flow again I riday afternoon, About 150 students 
gathered in the La Vista Room totry to discover a solution to the racial 
problems on this campus. The meeting, unfortunately, was a direct

I say unfortunately because the gathering was one not of concerned 
students, but one of students in fear of further racial violence on this 
campus, Most of those attending were concerned not with the racial 
problems creating the tensions, but only with the results of those 
tensions which threatened their own safety. And so the discussion

Allaying Fears 


The result of the meeting, then, was not, as originally conceived, an 
attempt to solve the racial problems at SSC before they explode. In- 
stead it was an opportunity to allay the fears of ‘‘concerned"’ whites. 

To some the meeting was a success; there will even be another 
meeting tomorrow, I'm afraid I must disagree with such a view, That 
meeting was a failure. Indeed, itwasa major failure. If all this campus 
can produce in response to racial tensions is a meeting like that of 
Friday, we had better learn to study amidst ashes.

Dumke defends 
administrators 


Chancellor Glenn S, Dumke last 
week defended state coilege 
administrators from _ possible 
charges that they have willfully 
failed to enforce a law withholding 
federal funds from arrested 
campus disrupters, 

Dumke endorsed the action of 
President Nixon and HEW 
Secretary Robert Finch who re- 
cently called national attention to 
statutes disciplining students in- 
volved in disrupting academic 
activity. Dumke noted that action 
on the national level would “‘, . .

Dear M-. Austin: On Mirch 11, the Hornet carried your essay 
expressing your conservative view of academic freedom, including an 
attack on the present state of higher education. You described an 
attractive ideal of academic freedom with which I largely agree. Ideally 
the university should be a place where all ideas can be discussed, 
analyzed, and evaluated for what they’re worth. No idea should be too 
controversial to consider. The aim, as you said, should be to equip 
students with the skills necessary to seek and find the truth. These are 
goals worth striving for. 

That was, however, about the extent of my agreement with you. For 
you then proceeded to indict higher education for, in your opinion, 
abandoning the ideals of academic freedom, and becoming in the process 
‘ta hazard to society by creating totalitarian- minded individuals whose 
avowed purpose is to destroy society.”” Your view of higher education is, 
1 believe, based on several fundamental fallacies in reasoning. Since 
you indicated you value reason and logic in discussion I propose to 
utilize same to refute your view of the academic world. 


The first fallacy in your essay is your assumption that the existence 
of students more liberal than you are proves that there is a deliberate 
conspiracy by liberal educators to create students in their own image. 
What is your proof that such a coalitionof liberals exist’? | am reluctant 
to believe it merely on your say so. Who are these conspirators? Can 
you give us some names? Have they allied themselves in some under- 
cover organization dedicated to produce liberal students? Do they take 
an oath and sign it in blood? Please tell us about this, Mr. Austin. 

While you are out gathering evidence about this conspiracy perhaps 
you can also discover some proof for the second aspect of your alle- 
gation: that there is a causal relationship between the existence of 
liberal educators and the existence of libera: students. Honoring 
reason and logic as you do, you are no doubt aware that your argument 
is here subject to the fallacy known as ‘‘selecting the wrong cause,’’ 
You claim that students become liberals because liberal educators plan 
it that way. But did itoccur to you that there may be another cause, i.e., 
that education per se tends to make one more liberal in his approac! 
to life’? 

The goal of liberal arts education is to produce broader, more 
intelligent, more human individuals. Such liberally educated individuals, 
equipped with the skills necessary to seekthe truth, view with suspicion 
time-worn, tradition-bound, profit-based, oversimplifications to life. 
\nd it makes no difference whether these oversimplifications are spoken 
by liberals or conservatives. The reaction of perceptive students is 
the same. The culprit, Mr. Austin, the real cause of liberal students, 
is probably the process of liberal arts education itself, not a conspiracy 
of educators. Even should there be such a conspiracy, it should be 
obvious to you that the existence of liberal educators is not sufficient 
to produce liberal students since you yourself did not succomb to the 
supposed machinations of the liberals. Do you consider students today 
less intelligent and perceptive than you were’ 


Next you claimed that in contemporary education liberal professors 
have substituted intimidation for rational argument. As ‘‘proof’’ you 
related one of your unfortunate experiences as an undergraduate, In 
making this allegation you revealed that higher education failed you by 
letting you collect a diploma while being ignorant of an essential re- 
quirement for valid inductive reasoning. 

Surely in your passage through academia someone must have told 
you that in order to reach reliable inductive conclusions about some- 
thing as large and complex as higher educationthe experimental sample 
must be carefully selected and be large enough to be representative of 
the whole, 

Your one experience with one professor meets neither requirement 
for a valid sample. You simply can not make reliable conclusions 
about the world of liberal professors based on one example, or ten 
or twenty for that matter. So unless you have performed careful 
scientific studies of a large carefully-selected sample of teachers, 
your gener lization about the methodology of liberal professors must 
be rejected as unreliable, lacking sufficient evidence to support it. 

In your next argument you again showed your confusion regarding 
causal relationships by claiming there is a cause-effect relationship 
between education (as you view it) and ‘‘the present student unrest.’’ 
Even were I to grant that education is in as sorry a state as you 
suppose, you offered no evidence to prove that education (as you view 
it) is the cause of student unrest. 

One might just as reasonably suggest other causes of student tur- 
moil, the Viet Nam war for example. Many students seem to become 
quite disturbed when the old men of this country send the young men 
off to fight and die in the wars the old men started, The students’ 
distress is not diminished when they consider that they are ordered 
to hazard their life in a war many Congressional leaders denounce 
as senseless and a former commandant of the Marines described 


as ‘not worth one American life.’’ 


Or perhaps the idea of thousands of black, white, and brown Ameri- 
cans starving in the wealthiest nation on earth is creating a certain 
restlessness in sensitive students. Some believe there is a basic 
flaw in a society which permits many of its citizens to live (and die) 
in filth and squalor while other citizens have more money than they 
can possibly spend. Other students are increasingly angry over the 
fact that one-hundred years after the Civil War dark-skinned Americans 
are not yet free and equal citizens of the United States, Add to these 
things such campus concerns as educational irrelevance, autocratic 
administration, and increasing educational dehumanization and it is 
not surprising that some students are uptight. 

Don’t these conditions cause you some unrest, Mr. Austin’? Do you 
sleep well, knowing that many of your fellow Americans exist in

filthy crowded tenements and drafty wooden shacks, without proper 
food, proper clothing, or proper education. Do the 33,000 American 
dead in Viet Nam (not to mention the uncounted thousands of Vietnamese 
men, women, and children who have died in the war) disturb in the 
slightest your tranquility? Does the prejudice and bigotry which mil- 
lions of our black and brown citizens face daily weigh upon your con- 
science? If so, do you think students are less sensitive to these matters 
than you? Didn’t it occur to you (even a little bit) that these conditions 
in our country might be a cause of ‘‘student unrest’’? 


You then proceeded to give a vivid and dramatic description of 
the totalitarian methods and mentality of the New Left, which you called 
‘‘the children of the new academic freedom.”’ I abhor totalitarianism 
as much as you do, | am sure. But you neglected to point out that your 
description is as apt to the radical Right as it is to the radical Left. 
The John Birch Society is certainly totalitarian in its methods and 
mentality. There is growing evidence that the Young Americans for 
Freedom are no more tolerant of divergent ideas and free discussion 
that are the Students for a Democratic Society. If the recent dis- 
ruption, by YAF members, of a SDS rally ona nearby campus is 
representative of YAF mentality I have little confidence in the YAF 
ability to contribute to the workings of democratic government. Most 
extremist groups, right or left, are totalitarian, Mr. Austin. Why do 
you apply your description only to the Left while ignoring the Right? 

The most frightening thing about your thinking, Mr. Austin, is your 
demand that teachers should be hired according to their political lean- 
ings, i.e. ‘‘the hiring of conservative professors.’’ This proposal is 
really radical and far-reaching in its implications for the kind of 
academic freedom you and I! agree is desirable. In addition to its 
implications for making education truly an instrument of thought control, 
your proposal is monstrous in its impracticality. 


It means, first of all, that in interviewing a prospective teacher, edu- 
cators would have to discover not only the applicant’s professional 
qualifications to teach, but also his political positions on the issues of 
the day, how he voted in the last election, and in what outside organi- 
zations he holds membership. This would be a difficult task. Not 
only this, there are, as you well know, degrees of conservativeness, 
What kind of conservative do you want hired’? To fairly apply the 
principle of your demand all positions on the political spectrum should 
be represented on the faculty. [his means that SSC should employ as 
teachers members of the John Birch Society, the Minutemen, Young 


Republicans of California, and the American Nazi Party. Degrees 
of liberalness must also be represented. We must hire middle-of-the 
roadsters, old liberals, new leftists, Socialists, and Communists. 

We cannot stop here, however, for if we demand that various 


political views be represented on the faculty, why should we not insist 
that the faculty be representative of other kinds of views, racial views 
for example? We should therefore employ as teachers members of the 
KKK and the Black Panthers, But we are not yet finished. Why not 
insist that our faculty represent the various religious views of the 
As you probably know, Mr. Austin, when we Christians 


taxpayers’ in, ' 
into these secular institutions to be educated 


send our young men 
those nasty atheists on the faculty (who of course have conspired to 
eradicate religion) destroy our children’s faith, And everyone knows 
that a lack of religious faith causes studentunrest! Therefore I demand 
we hire more Christians. And this means we must hire more Jews, 
Muslims, Buddhists, Taoists, and Confucianists, And so on and or 
and on, ; 
So you see, sir, your demand is quite unworkable, lf prospective 
teachers are to be evaluated by standards other than their professional 
competency to teach the subject of their speciality education becomes 
subject to demands from all kinds of cranks and pressure groups. 
And what happens to academic freedom when teachers, because of 
affiliations with certain ideological organizations, are obligated to 
reach and teach certain predetermined conclusions about the world? 


Finally, to deal with a very fundamental issue underlying your view 
of higher education and the place of conservatives in it: Mr, Austin, 
when we need competent instructors so desperately, do you really 
believe educators allow themselves the luxury of rejecting an otherwise 
qualified applicant just because he is politically conservative? Do you 
really think a conservative scholar who is professionaly qualified can 
not ‘‘make it’’ in the present educational system? If there really is 
a lack of competent conservatives in higher education isn’t this more 
an indictment of conservatives than of education? Don’t college- 
educated conservatives generally go into business and become head 
of corporations and presidents of banks, avoiding the lower-paying 
jobs such as teaching college? If every college in California decided 
to hire five competent conservative instructors next year would those 


- professionally qualified persons be as readily available as you imply 


they are? Haven’t conservatives neglected their responsibility to 
develop sound conservative scholarship in higher education? How many 
of your conservative former classmates at SSC are now teaching college? 
Are you teaching college Mr, Austin’? 

if you really want more conservative influence in higher education 
perhaps, instead of making threatening noises against higher education, 
and fulminating about the sins of the liberals, you should place greater 
stress on developing conservative scholars who value sound scholar- 
ship. As for your threat to destroy the university financially I have no 
doubt that conservatives like yourself are capable of attempting such a 
deed, And being of that mentaiity you are yourself one of society’s 
greatest hazards, for if you dest-ny the university you will have de- 
stroyed society far more effectively than could any amount of student

Serious questions about — the 
future of regents, trustees and 
other governors of the nation’s 
colleges anduniversities have been 
raised by a study recently 
completed by the Educational 


Testing Service of Princeton, N.J. 

For some time it has been 
apparent that the values held by 
most trustees were at odds with 
those of the professors and 
students at the institutions they 
seek to govern. But this new 
study has turned vague notions 
into specific information about the 
gulf that separates the governors 
from the governed, 

Campus freedoms, which are 
taken for granted by most faculty 
members, are viewed with sus- 
picion by many trustees. While 
67% of the trustees surveyed be- 
lieved faculty members have a 
right to express their opinions, 
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69% think campus speakers should 
be screened, 407 believe student 
newspapers should be censored and 
53% favor loyalty oaths for pro- 
fessors. 

The statistics are based on re- 
sponses from more than 5,000 
trustees ai some 500 colleges and 
universities, public and private, 
large and small, The survey was 
conducted by research psycholo- 
gist Rodney T. Hartnect for the 
Educational Testing Service, in 
cooperation with the American 
Assn. for Higher Education and the 
Assn, of Governing Boards 
of Universities and Colleges. 

The increasingly insistent de- 
mands of professors and students 
for a louder voice in college 
decision-making largely fall on 
deaf ears among trustees. For 
example, 64% of the trustees would 
exclude professors from decisions 
regarding academic tenure and 
only 1% would include students in 
these decisions. 

Sixty-three per cent of the 
trustees would not permit pro- 
fessors to play a major role in 
the selection of academic deans 
and only 8% would allow them 
to participate in the selection of 
new presidents. 


Trustees believe students 
should be consulted about housing 
and about fraternities and 


sororities, but only 22% would per- 
mit them a serious role in selecting 
commencement speakers or set- 
ting policy to deal with campus 
protests. 

In the critical area of expanding 
higher education opportunity the 
trustees are similarly behind the 
times. While 66% believe that 
colleges should admit socially dis- 
advantaged youngsters who have 
college potential but do not meet 
normal requirements, 92% still 
cling to the notion that college 
attendance is a privilege, not a 
right. 

Hartnett lists several possible 
reasons for this inconsistency, 
lrustees may believe that ‘‘while 
other colleges should employ 
flexible admissions criteria, their 
own institution must ‘maintain high 
standards’,’’ or they may believe 
‘students should not expect to be 
in college but, rather, should feel 
grateful for the opportunity’’ or 
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they may think they can guard 
against ‘‘unacceptable student con- 
duct’’ by retaining ‘‘the authority 


to decide who will remain’’ on 
campus, 
Fifty years ago, when the 


country needed more high school 
graduates for its rapidly growing 
industries, a high school education 
became a right, not a privilege. 
The same thing is happening to 
college education in the compli- 
cated, technological society of 
today, but trustees and regents, 
for the most part, seem not to 
have noticed, 

In view of these fuddy-duddy 
attitudes, the wonder is that more 
faculty and student protest has not 
been directed against the trustees 
of higher education institutions, 
rather than their administrators, 

There have been flashes of such 
protest, notably in the Free Speech 
Movement at UC Berkeley four 
years ago and in the Columbia 
University demonstrations last 
spring, but there has been no 
sustained campaign against ap- 
pointing prominent, wealthy 
lawyers and businessmen, 
unschooled in the problems of 
higher education (one of the more 
depressing findings of the Hartnett 
study is that trustees read almost 
no books or periodicals in the 
field) to positions on governing 
boards. 

The notion that boards of 
trustees or regents should act as 
buffers between academic institu- 
tions and the general public is 
buried by Hartnett’s findings. In 
order to protect an institution 
one must be acquainted with its 
values, and the discrepancy 
between the ideals of academic 
men and students and those of 
trustees is so great that what 
starts out to be a buffer frequent- 
ly ends up as fifth column, 

Instead, the prevailing idea, 
envoying a particular vogue in 
boards of

tectors interest, 
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appointed or elected to guard the 
general public against the wretched 
excesses of students and eca- 
demics, 

Gov. Reagan often claims to 
represent ‘‘the public’? on the 
Board of Regents of the University 
of California and as a trustee 
of the California State Colleges, 

Through what divine process he 
is able to ascertain the opinion 
of ‘‘the public’’ on various educa- 
tional questions and then vote 
as a member of these bodies 
is not clear, but it is clear that the 
governor’s votes as a regent or 
trustee jibe with his well- 
established politcial positions. 

The same was true of Demo- 
cratic Assemblyman, Jess M, 
Unruh when, as Assembly Speaker, 
he served as a regent, 

The Hartnett survey finds that 
trustees of prestigious private 
institutions are muchmere likely 
to be willing to share decision- 
making authority with faculty and 
students than are trustees of public 
colleges and univer sities. 


“Because they do not have to 
answer to a public constituency,” 
Hartnett suggests, ‘trustees of 
private institutions may be more 
willing to maintain 2 looser hold 
on the reins.”’ 

Hartnett also notes that ‘‘the 
greater the prestige of the insti- 
tution, the higher the trustees’ 
income, level of education, occu- 
pational status, etc. Such people 
are probably more inclined to 
delegate authority and to be less 
concerned personally about main- 
taining control over things.”’ 


In general, Hartnett finds, the 
college trustee is white, male, 
Protestant, in his 50s. He is 
well-educated, financially secure 
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and ‘‘personifies ‘success’ in the 
American sense of the word,” 

Those are splendid qualifica- 
tions for membership in a 
gentlemen’s club but not for 
stewardship of a college or uni- 
versity in the second half of the 
20th century, 

Instead, these positions should 
go to younger men and women, 
to those who still have some 
capacity for understanding the 
young and for communicating with 
them, Trustees should be black, 
yeliow, red and brown, they should 
come from all religions and from 
none, and they should represent 
a variety of job categories and 
income levels. 

Perhaps most important, 
boards of trustees and regents 
should include professors and stu- 
dents, who are the people most 
affected by the decisions these 
boards make. 

A good starting point might 
be to appoint one-half of each 
governing board from within the 
institution, the ratio of students, 
faculty and administrators to be 
worked out in consultations among 
these groups. The other half of 
the governing board should come 
from outside the institution but 
should be much more broadly 
representative of the society. 

A board of trustees composed 
in this manner might decide on 
the merits of a case, not on the 
basis of some spurious notion of 
the taxpayers’ current mood, 

If this kind of trustee is not 
brought into the overseeing of 
American higher education, the 
guif between the governors and 
the governed will continue to widen 
and some major engagements will 
be fought on those expanding 
waters.

WEAR: EVER saicax 
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Education tour of Asia 
planned for this summer 


A 27-day comparative education 
tour of the Far East will be con- 
ducted by Eugene Kim, associate 
professor of education during June 
and July of this year, college 
officials announced. 

Openings for 25 persons to 
accompany Kim on the tour are 
available. The travel study tour, 
the first such trip ever scheduled 
by SSC, will include an extensive 
tour of Japan, a three-day stop 
over in Seoul, Korea; and visits 
to Taiwan, Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Kuala Lumpur, Bangkok, and 
Hawaii on the way home, Kim said. 

He announced that the trip 
should be especially beneficial to 
school teachers since the group 
will visit many educational insti- 
tutions along the way. Among 
these are the University of Tokyo 
campus school, the Seoul Normal 
School, and the Korean Women’s 
University. The group will meet 
with various education officials 
including Professor Hara of the 
University of Tokyo and Professor 
Chung of the Women’s University 
in Seoul, 

In addition to visiting education- 
al institutions, the travel study 
group will have the opportunity 
to visit a number of notable 
tourist sights, both in Japan and 
throughout the remainder of the 
tour. Among these are the Toshogu 
Shrine in Nikko, Japan, and the 
five-storied Bagoda and famous 
Yomeimon Gate. Other places to 
be seen include the Armistice 
talk sight ai Panmunjon, Korea, 


the Happy Valley Race Track and 
the Tiger Balm Gardens, in Hong 
Nong, the Grand Hotel in Taipei, 
he famed Botanical Gardens and 
Jade House of Singapore, the rub- 
ber plantations and the Sultar
